$TRASBOULG COMPLETELY INVESTED—THE BAT-

ILE OF WOERTH—THE FRENCH ACCOUNT

ABSOLUTELR FALSE—THE GALLANT DEATH OF

GENERAL DOUAY AT WEISSENBURG—STORMY

TIMES IN THE FEENCH CHAMBERS,

Loxvox, Aug. 11.

A special dispateh from Carlsruhe to the
London Globe announces that Strasburg is
invested on all sides by the Prussians, who
bold the railway. General Beyer, who com-
mands the city, was summoned to surrender,
and refused. It is said the citadel is scantily
provisioned, and the garrison consists of only
one regiment of men and the national guard
of the place.

The King of Prussia has issued the follow-
ing proclamation to the French:

We, William, King of Prussia, make known
to a7l inhabitants of French territory occupied
by German forces, that the Emperor Napoleon
having by sea and land attacked the German
nation, eager to live in peace with the French
people, bave taken command of the German
armies to repel aggression, and by military
events have been led to pass the French fron-
tier.

We war against soldiers, and not citizens,
and therefore the latter may coutinue secure
in person and property so long as they abstain
from hostile acts. We grant them protection
as a matter of right., The generals command.
ing corps will decide what easures arp ne-
cessary usages of war, and will also regulate
the requisitions necessary to sustain their
troops, and fix the difference of exchange be-
tween German and French currencies, in
order to facilitate dealings between soldiers
and citizens, Wisiax,

Loxpox, August 11.—[Special to the New
York Herald,]—A correspondent of the He-
rald, who was present at the battle at Worth,
telegraphs as follows from Carlsrube:

The French official aceount of the battle at
Worth is wholly untrue, McMahon was com.
pletely routed. TheFrenchabandoned every-
thing and fled, leaving bebind them their
killed, twounded and prisorers, numbering
20,000, out of 50,000 engaged, The French
held a strong position, but the Prussians
fired with terrible precision, and the French
very badly. Both sides fought desperately,
and flnally the French gave way in a panic.

The accounts representing that Strasburg is
still in communication with Nancy are untroe,
Strasburg has been completely besieged since

onday, and the gates are shut. Heavy ar
tillery is now on:. the way for the Prussians,
and stout resistance is expected. The Crown
Prince of Prussia is vigorously pushing Me-
Mahon, and another engagement is expected.
1t is belleved the object of the Prussians is to
get between Metz and Paris.

A Fourteen-Feet Fall from the Scaffold-The
Criminul’s Head Toran Of,

Duprin, Thursday night.—Aundrew Carr, cons
victed of murdering his parsmour, was executed
this morning within Richmond Bridewell, The drop
allowed was fourteen feet from the trap, and whemn
the holt was withdrawn the jerk was so great that
the head was [nstantly severad from the vody, and
the ruro recoiled with force to the trap. At the
inguest which followed, the Governor of the prison
deposed that the surgeon of the prison was respon-
sible for the lepgth of the rope used. It was used
aga'nat the Governor's own opinlon,

A witness, after the drop fell, observed the recoll
of the rope, and bcllevlu;f some aceldent had oc-
curred, went and looked into the trap and saw the
body lylng in the yard beneath decapitated.
head was lylng several feet from it, and the blood
was pouripg in torrents from the head and trunk.
The surgeon, Dr. Minchen, deposed that he feared
the rope was fastened too tight round the neck, and
this gave greater force to the fall. He would not
attribute the aceldent to the thinoess of the rope,
although the hesd was aa cleanly severed as if Ly a
knife ; but he rather attributed it to the tUghtness of
the fastening. There was no disease of the neck,
The machipery was II:JAerfact working order,
